HOW TO USE STARCH IN LAL'NDItV 


WOKK. 


It Is necessary to employ some knowl- 


edge In using starch, reducing the strength 
to suit the material and remembering that 
starch varies in strength according to the 
tjUautlty of water used In its preparation. 
The proportions of starch and cold water 
necessary to mix the starch into a paste 
must be accurately measured. 
To every 


tablespoonful 
of starch two 
full 
tablt!- 


spoonfuls of water should be used, and 
both thoroughly rolled together before thu 
boiling water !s poured over them. 
Cold- 


water starch Is used for shirt fronts, col- 
lars and cuifs or any article that Is to b« 
made very stiff, and for these the starch 
is used In the proportion of one table- 
fspoonfu! to half a pint of cold water. 


When 
boiling water 
Is poured 
over 


starch the graius rapidly absorb the water 
and increase In size until the outside coat 
or envelope bursts, and the starch oozes 
out and dissolves In the water, forming a 
tliick. jelly-like cloudy, substance, known 
es clear starch.

To attempt to polish n piece of olO. 


pewter Is a very discouraging process. 
and the pre. ailing craze for eolieeti-ig 
old yicccs of this metnl has resulted lu 
many laborious attempts to bring a shlD» 
to the dull leaden surface of the pieces. 
The 
endeavors 
are 
usually 
without 


marked success. 
There Is no particular 


reason why pewter should be polished, 
for to the minds of most collectors It Is 
Indicative of old age, nnd, therefore, more 
desirable. 
Old pewter is often 
badly 


oiidized or corroded, and in this case it 
is, of course, better to remove the in- 
crustatlou. The best method of cleansing 
such pieces Is to sonk them lu a hath of 
soda crystals of borax, as hot as possible. 
Then scour with saudsoap. 
Now dry the 


article and scour the surface with :i mix- 
ture of petroleum and metal polish; then 
wash lu soap and water and jjlve a final 
poilsh with whiting. 


If candles arc kept in a refrigerator for 


three or four days 
before being used 


they will not burn nwnv so quickly when 
lighted.

In the cities of more 
than 100.000 population in the United 
States the average typhoid death rate 
is slightly lower in the cities where 
there ere water companies than in 
those in which the supply is under 
public management. 
And so every 


cause of complaint under private own-1 
ership can be paralleled by similar or 
worse conditions under public owner- 
ship. The latter will eradicate neither 
incompetence nor indifference to the 
general welfare. In fact, by prescrib- 
ing a remedy which does not reach the 
root of the disease it postpones indefi- 
nitely the real cure.

home to public utility companies of
